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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: On pages 21, 22 and 23 of the Amendment after 
Final, applicant argues that Gelin or Nakagawa fails to disclose the first and second end covers and means for rotating the gears in 
pumping rotation. However, the limitation "the first and second cover (12, 12a in Gelin; 6, 7 in Nakagawa)) and "means for rotating the 
gear" recited in claims 11,12 and 13, are clearly seen in Fig. 1 in Gelin or Nakagawa (Fig. 4). Moreover, the applicant's argument that 
the references fail to show certain features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon which applicant relies (i.e., means 
for the pump to be bi-rotational or having built in valving) are not recited in the rejected claim(s) 11, 12 and 13. Although the claims are 
interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d
